annoyances, that neuertheleſſe we ſhould 
deuour and ſwallowe vp theſe temptati⸗ 
ons thzough fayth and hope, pwuing aur 
pacience befoze God, and hoping foz de⸗ 
liuerance in time conuenient, as Paule to 
the Rom. commaundeth vs, to retop:e and 
glozie in tribulations, Fo, ił God did not 
ue bs, Satan woulde not haue hated vs, 
I we had not lyfe, our enimie would not 
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retayne the hope ol foꝛgiueneſſe ok ſinnes, 
them moſt chiefly doth Satan tempt with 
remozſe of their ſinnes, ſo that oftentimes

vnaduiſedly, he maketh ſuch a ſinne of it,

Hea alſo, many times he falſlye accuſech 


their good and holy wozkes, to the ende to 


vexe their mindes with ſoꝛrowe and heaui⸗ 
nelle. All theſe thinges (J ſaye) doe the 
Saintes feele by experience. But howe 
karre ſhoulde we erre and be decepued, if 
we (letting the woꝛde aſide) would follow 
our ſenſe and experience $ Satan doth not 
thus deale wich the Papiſtes, he doth vn- 
to them farre otherwiſe , hc decketh and 
adourneth their hozrible wickedneſſe, and 
moſt ſhame full crimes , as though they 
were molt pꝛincipall vertues, and godlye 
deedes, Contrariwyſe, we, who couet and 
endeuour to liue accoꝛding to the will of 
God, who alſo doe teach moſt purely and 
truly, are often burdened in conſcience, as 


though we had lined verpe wickedlye. 
Therefoze we mult learne this poynt of

Pune, that theſe things happen bun 
the godlye, and are to be ouercome with 
theſe meditations of the mynde, which the 
holy ghoſt doth here ſec fozth vnto vs, ſo 
that we may determine and conclude with

in hope of mercpe. But this doctrine, al⸗ 
beit the woꝛlde doe accuſe it, and flaunde:

J deſired no moze, but anely 
that this one abuſe. ok Indulgences and 
Pardons might be taken away, But what 
a floude of wonderfull and verye great be: 
nefits hath followed? Thus is it altogither 
moſte true, that no man dare wiſhe foz is 
much, as God is ready fo2 to giue .
